FASHIONS _ IN BROOCHES. 


son in this world of ours, not onl 
does she give us variety. in the e 
of clothes we wear, but in our jewellery 
end even in the furniture we use. 

F in brooches have been many and 
varied. The elaborate gold ornaments which 
were worn fifty years ago are seldom seen 
nowadays; the fashion of a plain silver or 
gold bar, with a precious stone at one end 
or in the centre, has taken their place. Four 
wd oy eadh den ago butterfly brooches were in 

utterflies of every size, shape and 
ma > and in bewildering variety of colours. 

Brooches were much used in ancient 
times, and varied in form as much as in 
modern times. They were worn both by 
men .and women, gr with a view 
both to ornament and use, for the mén lon 
ago wore lovse-lowing robes and w 
brooches as a means of fastening their dress. 
In the early part of the Middle Ages, and 
even amongst semi-barbarous tribes, the art 
of making brooches seems not only. to have 
flourished, but to have attained marvellous 

rfection. Many of those found, both in

tiful in workmanship, and still more so ™ 
design ; and it ig doubtful whether antiquity 
has left us anything in the way of personal 
ornament more perfect than the so-called 
Hunterston Brooch. It was found in 1830 on 
the estate of Hunterston, in the Parish of 
West Kilbride, Ayrshire, near to the scene of 
a conflict which preceded the battle 
of noe ~* oor It is of silver, 
richly wroug with gold filigree, and 
claboratély chased with lacertine pa Wh ribbon 
patterns. It is set with ornaments of amber, 
and on the reverse are runes which have 
been variously read, but the most common 
belief reads in good Scottish Celtic the words 
which mesh, “ Malbritha, his friend, in re 
compense to Maolfridi.’’ 

One of the most famous articles of its kind 
existing in Scotland is the Brooch of Loen, 
in the possession of Macdougal of Dunolly, 
near Oban. It is‘ believed to be identical wit? 
one torn from the breast of Robert Bruce b 
Alexander of Lorn, the ancestor of Macdougal, 
in a personal contest with the King. This 
brooch is of silver, about four inches ig 
diameter. with a circle of jewelled obelisks.

NEW HATS FOR OLD.

T this time of year something stirs itself, 
even in the most sensible and strong- 
minded of us desiring variety. Emerg- 

ing frem the winter there is a great 
temptation to buy new clothes, whether one 
can afford it or not. It would be so much 
easier if Spring did not visit the shops as well 
as the fields. But it is she thet ties the 
gaily-coloured ribbons round the hats and 
decks the brim with flowers and crowds the 
windows with newly-shaped hats and newly- 
designed frocks. In vain to think there is 
nothing new under the sun. One can only, if 
one is poor, get over the envious temptation 
to wish everyone else was poor also and 
unable to feast on the newness of Spring s 
sun. 

It is better to give in to the temptaNhion—at 
least, partly. A writer says that the best 
way of getting rid of a temptation is to give 
in to it. And m the case of Spring hats 
other people in the end, even husbands, will 
advise that course for peace. That applies to 
one hat, one’s best hat. But it cannot reign 
alone and be the best. And that is where the 
title “New Hats for Old is shown to 
advantage. 

If you have a fast year’s hat you can do 
something with it still unless it is battered 
out of recognition. First you should take off 
last year's trimming. Then if it is a hard 
straw, or a straw you do not mind having’ 
hard, you can dye it by painting it with a 
varnish to be had in any colour, dull or shiny. 
If it is a pliant straw the best plan is to 
clean it with methylated spirit and oil. Rub 
the methylated spirit on first to clean it, let- 
ting it get well into the crevices, and then put 
on the oi! (linseed) very carefully, and let it 
remain till it dries off. The het will look like 
new. One cannot treat ‘ blocked "' a 
quite so successfully. Their shape bein 
definitely fixed, it difficult to renovate t 
if they lose it. Other hats, too, can be taken 
to the shop and have their shape altered, but 
these cannot. 

It is not my business, I know, but I should 
like to say: ' H you are buying a new hat 
do not buy a brown one, ' anless it is some- 
thing very especial and a very special brown. 
Everyone has them, and has had them, and 
one has grown very weary of them.

I mentioned some weeks ago that it was 
the intention of the Government to insti- 
tute a most searching inquiry into the 
operation of unemployment insurance. The 
Budget has made such am inquiry more 
necessary than ever, and no time will now 
be lost in carrying it out. There is ample 
evidence to prove that .many thousands 
of people are drawing the dole who have 
no shadow of right to it, and that the 
Labour Exchanges have not been exercising 
all the care that was necessary in sorting 
out the applicants. The laxity displayed 
by the Exchanges .during the Socialist, 
Administration is largely res ible for 
the fact that the total of do ‘cle-tabees has 
reached its present proportions. It is 
| estimated that by careful examination the 
humber of people: justly entitled to the 
dole will be reduced by half a million. 
The discovery that so many married 
women are receiving it has startled the 
authorities, and the inquiry will be of a 
most searching character. 


Second Thoaghte on Silk. 


There is little doubt that something will 
be done in connection with the proposed 
duty on silk in order that the tax may be 
more acceptable than at present. Dis- 
cussions are now taking place between the 
Treasury and the representatives of the 
silk industry with the idea of finding a 
solution which will be agreeable to both 
sides. It is recognised by the Treasury 
that the duty was imposed before sufficient 
data had been secured from the trade, 
while the far-reaching ramifications of the 
duty were unsuspected 


The Gold Standard. 


Mr. Snowden, on behalf of the Labour

Standard Bil] tomorrow on the ground 
that “ a return to the gold standard with 
undue precipitancy may aggravate existin.
